A  paid  receipt  for  your  current  Resident  Tax  is  neces- 
sary to  obtain  a  'new',  'renewal',  or  a  'transfer',  registra- 
tion. Many  taxpayers  are  of  the  erroneous  opinion  that 
resident  taxes  are  due  only  on  December  first.  This  is  a  mis- 
interpretation of  RSA  80:1.  It  is  of  no  consequence  that  the 
resident  tax  bills  have  not  been  mailed  out,  in  as  much  as 
RSA  80:1  stipulates  that  "'Resident  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Collector   on   demand,   without  previous   notice."

The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  total  oi 
$56,367.51  for  expenses  of  the  Town  which  are  itemized  on 
page  14  of  this  report. 

No  money  was  appropriated  for  Planning,  the  Newport 
Hospital,  or  the  Diartm€uth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

The  Town  voted  to  transfer  funds  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Account  to  the  Capital  Reserve  for  New  Equip- 
ment, $2,50€;  Solid  Waste  Fund,  $2,500  and  any  remaining 
balance  to  the  Tax  Map  Fund.  (We  did  not  receive  $5,000 
from  Revenue  Sharing  so  it  was  impossible  to  transfer  this 
amount  in  full:  $2,500  was  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Trust  Funds  for  Oapital  Reserve  for  new  equipment 
and  the  balance  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Solid  Waste 
Fund.      There  will  not  be  money  for  the  Tax  Map  Fund.) 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Seleotimen  were  empowered  to 
hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Th  Interim  Zoning,  Article  27,  was  passed  with  little 
or  no  comments. 

Article  28,  to  elect  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board 
was  inserted  by  petition  but  no  one  spoke  in  favor  of  it  and 
following  very  little  discussion,  the  Town  voted  not  to 
change  the  present  policy  of  appointments  by  the  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility. 
Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State 
Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire 
warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy 
fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of 
all  outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
by  iBsuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits 
are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire 
warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modem  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppres- 
sion tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and 
equiprnent  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted 
in  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

We  would 
rather  be  called  oult  anytime  and  find  an  incident  perfectly 
intact,  than  not  to  have  been  called  out  at  all,  and  learn  of 
a  crime  by  someone  later,  who  did  not  want  to  get  involved 
at  the  time. 

If  you  should  observe  or  suspect  a  crime  in  our  town, 
PLEASE  CALL,  Chief  Roderick  Hansen,  863-2004  or  New- 
port Area  Dispatch  863-3232  and  they  will  notify  the  officer 
on  call.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Croydon: 

This  letter  is  meant  to  accompany  the  1977  budget  for 
the  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency.  This  year  we  are 
requesting  $1.50  per  capita  which  is  the  same  as  last  year. 
Each  town  serviced  by  the  agency  will  be  assessed  at  this 
samie  rate.  Any  individual  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  towns 
covered  by  the  agency  who  requests  services  not  provided 
by  the  agency  will  be  referred  to  a  service  which  can  help 
him  or  her. 

Certain  items  in  our  proposed  budget  aire  higher  than 
last  year's  figures  such  as  salaries,  rent,  telephone,  dues  and 
subscriptions  and  insurance.  We  have  hiired  two  directors 
and  have  found  it  hard  to  find  and  keep  qualified  personnel 
it  is  necessary  to  pay  salaries  in  line  with  offcher  nursing  sal- 
aries in  the  state.  We  are  slowly  raising  our  salaries  for  the 
full  and  part-time  R.N.s'  comparable  to  those  at  Newport 
Hospital. 

Our  new  director,  Mrs.  Roberta  Leary,  possesses  a  B.S. 
in  nursing  as  well  as  five  years  experience  in  Public  Health 
in  Norwalk,  Connectdcut.  She  comes  to  us  with  excellent 
recommendations.  To  employ  nurses  of  this  caliber,  one 
must  pay  in  accordance  with  guidelines  set  up  for  the  New 
England  area. 

We  have  had  two  moves  which  in  part  explains  rent 
and  telephone  increases,  and  as  in  most  areas  of  health 
services,  malpractice  insurance  rates  have  inoreased,  both 
for  nursing  and  for  agency  liability. 

It  cannot  be  over  emphasized  that  the  Federal  Grant 
obtained  during  the  latter  part  of  1976  and  to  cover  1977 
is  a  one  time  only,  non-renewable  grant  and  has  rigid 
restrictions  on  its  use.    The  monies  from  this  grant  cannot 
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be  used  for  the  mamtenance  and  day  to  day  operational 
expenses  of  the  agency. 

In  1976  we  offered  immuniization  clinics  held  every 
other  month.  Three  hundred  children  were  seen  and  a 
total  of  700  immunizations  administelred. 

In  our  monthly  Well  Child  Clinics  over  100  children 
have  been  seen  on  a  continuing  basis. 

There  were  approximately  1420  visits  to  patients  in 
1976.  These  patients  not  covered  by  insurance  (Medicare, 
Medicaide,  Blue  Cross,  Blue  Shield)  welre  paid  for  in  accor- 
dance with  the  sliding  scale  based  on  ability  to  pay.  No 
one  ever  Was  refused  services  because  of  inability  to  pay. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Ashford,  R.P.T.  made  300  visits  during 
1976  in  which  patients  wetre  aided  in  regaining  the  use  of 
muscles  rendered  weak  because  of  strokes,  fractures,  etc. 

We  feel  that  we  are  rendering  to  all  participating  towns 
a  much  needed  service.  Patients  no  longer  need  to  spend 
as  much  time  in  the  hospital  as  they  can  recover  more 
rapidly  at  home  in  familiar  surroundings.

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NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Newport  Amibulance  Service  answered  494  calls 
during  1976.  The  Ambulance  Service,  the  vehicles,  and  the 
crew  members  are  all  licensed  with  the  state  and  meet  all 
regulations.  The  memibers  are  licensed  "Emergency  Medi- 
cal Technicians",   and  Advanced  Red  Cross  members. 

Coverage  to  the  area  towns  has  continued  this  year. 
Each  town  that  we  have  covered  with  service  has  helped 
to  suppoirtt  the  Ambulance  Service  with  tax  assistence  based 
on  population,  at  $2.00  per  head.  The  Ambulance  Service 
hopes  to  continue  service  to  all  communities  in  our  area 
again  in  1977. 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  also  responded  to  all  major 
fires,  in  all  commimities.  This  is  added  protection  of  life 
and  limb  to  all  concerned. 

The  Newport  Police  Department  has  continued  to  serve 
as  our  dispatcher  and  has  proven  very  valuable  to  our  ser- 
vice and  response  time.  Our  telephone  number  for  emer- 
gencies is  863-2355.

The  first  two  mionths 
were  spent  fixing  the  equipment  to  be  ready  for  winter  and 
trying  to  get  the  roads  in  shape  to  plow. 

The  winter  so  far  has  not  been  too  bad  as  far  as  snow 
is  concerned,  however  there  has  been  a  lot  of  sanding  that 
has  had  to  be  done. 

The  equipment  is  now  in  fairly  good  shape.  We  are 
doing  a  lot  of  preventive  maintenance  and  hope  that  it  will 
last  for  a  few  years  more. 

Please  notice  the  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  request- 
ing a  new  small  truck  and  sand  hopper.  We  feel  that  if  a 
small  truick  is  bought  that  this  can  be  used  for  summer 
work  and  for  plowing  light  snow  as  well  as  being  used  to 
sand  with.  This  will  mean  less  work  for  the  big  truck  and 
it  can  be  operated  for  less  than  half  of  the  cost  of  operating 
the  big  truck.  We  feel  that  the  big  truck  will  last  for  a 
few  years  longer  by  using  the  small  truck  for  all  light  work. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  made  this  job  much 
easier  with  their  help  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


Due  primjarily  to  a  lack  of  activity  in  the  real  estate 
market,  very  few  sub-divisions  were  processed  in  the  past 
year. 

However,  your  Planning  Board  has  been  very  busy 
with  other  matters  of  concern  to  the  town  in  general. 

Preparation  of  a  oompirehensive  community  plan  is  a 
major  responsibility  of  the  Planning  Board.  This  has  re- 
quired a  great  amount  of  preliminary  work  but  is  well  on  its 
way  towaand  completion. 

To  promote  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  our 
town  and  to  control  indiscriminate  growth  within  our  town 
borders  and  to  prevent  any  number  of  violemt  changes 
which  could  seriously  affect  our  tax  structure,  a  great  deal 
of  time  and  effort  has  gone  into  the  preparation  of  a  revised 
zoning  ordinance  to  replace  the  interim  zioning  ordinance 
which  expires  in  March  1977.  Preliminary  hearings  on  this 
revised  ordinance  will  be  held  and  the  final  draft  will  be 
ready  for  presentation  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

Because  of  changing  conditions  and  the  enactment  of 
new  and  the  revision  of  old  statutes,  we  find  it  necessary  to 
revise  certain  of  our  subdivision  regulations  and  to  adopt 
an  Access  to  Highway  regulation. 

Our  primary  goal  in  all  these  deliberations  has  been 
to  adopt  these  regulations  to  the  character  of  our  town 
and  its  peculiar  suitability  for  particular  uses,  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  vast  percentage  of  the  residents  of 
our  town  as  determined  by  a  house  to  house  survey,  con- 
ducted by  your  planning  board. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  for  their  assistance 
in  certain  matters.

REPORT  OF 
CROYDON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


As  our  Bicentennial  year  1976  is  drawn  to  a  close,  and 
all  of  the  gay  and  festive  events  of  two-hxmdred  years  of 
history  have  come  to  an  end,  it  is  quite  appropriate  to  note 
that  a  new  page  is  to  be  written  in  our  Town's  History. 

For  it  was,  with  a  great  many  questions  and  much 
enthusiasm  that  a  small  group  of  men  met  at  the  Town 
Hall  this  past  April  to  contemplate  the  need  for  organizing 
a  volunteer  fire  department  in  the  Town  of  Croydon.  After 
several  such  meetings,  it  was  decided  that  we  could  not 
and  should  not  labor  under  the  false  impression  that  Fire 
Departments  from  our  neighboring  towns  would  always  be 
available  to  our  unmediate  call.  We  realized  that  their 
commitment  was  to  their  towns  first  and  Croydon  second. 
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I  do  not  wish  or  intend  to  belittle  their  organizatfions  but 
to  justify  ours. 

The  founding  of  any  organization  presents  many  pro- 
blems and  when  finance  is  one  of  them  the  road  is  all  up 
hill.  At  the  1976  Town  Meeting  ($2,256.67)  was  transferred 
from  the  Special  Bridge  Fund  to  a  Fire  Department  Fund 
which  greatly  aided  in  the  purchase,  from  Cornish,  of  a 
1953  Ford  pumper  truck.  Again  on  (Aug  15,  1976)  through 
the  efforts  of  the  District  Chief  "Bud"  Gross  we  were  able 
to  lease  a  surplus  military  vehicle  from  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  of  Economic  Development.  This  truck  came 
to  us  as  a  cargo  carrier,  but,  through  the  generous  gift  of  a 
used  fuel  tank  from  Philip  Corbett  of  Corbett  Oil  Compiany, 
Newport,  we  were  again  on  the  move.  Our  latest  venture 
was  a  trip  to  New  Jersey  to  inspect  a  surplus  military  fire 
truck,  which  is  still  in  the  paper  work  stages  at  this  time. 

All  of  this  combined  with  the  purchase  of  a  new  port- 
able pump,  four  hundred  feet  of  fire  hose,  two  Plectron 
radio  receivers  and  numerous  other  pieces  of  fire  equipment 
would  never  have  been  possible  without  the  ever  present 
efforts  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Croydon  Volunteer 
Fire  Depairtment  who  contributed  many  dollars  and  con- 
siderable time  and  assistance  toward  the  betterment  of 
Croydon's    Fire    Department. 

Through  the  able  and  charitable  assistance  of  Jules 
Pellerin  we  were  able  to  rewire  the  old  town  sheds  and 
install  a  used  oil  fired  furnace. 

A  new  overhead  door  and  general  upgrading  of  the 
sheds  made  it  suitable  as  temporary  headquarters  for  the 
Fire  Department. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  put  into  words  or  itemize 
the  amount  of  assistance  we  have  received  from  our  neigh- 
boring towns  and  the  residents  and  summer  residents  of 
the  Town  of  Croydon.  It  is  hoped  they  realize  our  sincere 
gratitude  goes  out  to  each  and  every  one  of  them. 

Our  goal  for  this  year  is  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land 
and  possibly  the  building  of  a  new  fire  bouse.  Our  goal  is 
set  too  high  you  say!!  Maybe,  but  with  the  encouragement 
and  assistance  we  have  been  receiving,  nothing  is  im- 
possible. 
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LADIES  AUXILIARY  OF  THE

To  the  townspeople  of  Croydon,  N.  H.: 

The  ladies  auxiliary  of  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  De- 
partment held  their  first  meeting  on  April  15,  1976.  Election 
of  officers  took  place:  President,  Gail  Archamjbault;  Vice 
President,  Beryl  Sanborn;  Treasurer,  Marie  Newcomb  and 
Secretary,  Elsie  Dearden. 

On  May  12,  1976,  two  Cornish  Auxiliary  representatives 
attended  our  meeting,  helping  us  with  basic  outlines  for 
forming  a  new  auxiliary.  By-laws  were  also  adopted  at 
this  time. 

The  purpose  of  the  auxiliary  is  to  raise  money  for  the 
Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department.

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NATIONAL  BICENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION 
IN  CROYDON  1976 


As  our  nation  lit  the  200  candles  on  its  birthday  cake, 
each  town,  city,  and  individual  was  asked  to  celebrate;  and 
Croydon  did  its  share.  We  started  on  December  14,  1975 
with  the  presentation  of  the  Bicentennial  Flag  and  Certifi- 
cate which  made  us  an  official  Bicentennial  Town. 

Brush  cutiting  behind  the  Town  Hall  in  the  area  to  be 
designated  as  a  park  for  the  use  of  the  townspeople  started 
in  late  1975  and  early  1976  by  volunteers  under  the  direction 
of  Charles  Kuhn;  notably  Cecil  Dodge,  George  Gross,  Jo- 
seph Howes,  Albert  Smith,  William  Smith,  Beatrice  and 
Bob  Smith.  Harry  Newcomb  made  the  sign  and  the  family 
of  Viola  and  Harry  Porter  donated  the  backboard,  basket 
&  basketball  in  their  honor.  The  ground  having  been  clear- 
ed, Frank  Dearden  leveled  the  area  with  his  bulldozer  and 
installed  culverts  to  carry  off  the  excess  water.  Picnic 
tables  were  purdhased  and  play  equipment  installed  for  the 
children.  It  is  only  a  beginning  and  we  all  realize  the 
Park  will  be  a  project  for  years  to  come. 

The  essay  oontest  was  opened  to  the  school  children 
in  grades  7  through  12.  Individual  prizes  were  bicentennial 
silver  dollars  in  graduated  amounts.  The  winners  of  the 
contest  were  Joseph  Newcomb,  Richard  Newcomb,  Carol 
Gross  and  Sarah  Freak.  William  Greeley  had  obtained 
the  flag  which  was  flown  over  our  Capitol  at  Washington 
and  a  letter  from  President  Ford.  These  he  presented  to 
the  Town  of  Croydon  in  honor  of  the  ess'ay  contestants. 
It  flew  over  Croydon  on  July  4th  in  memory  of  his  Marine 
Corps  shiprnates  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  in 
all  wars.  It  is  hoped  that  in  100  years  it  will  fly  over 
Croydon  again. 

The  younger  school  children  from  gardes  1  through  6 
had  a  poster  contest  with  prizes  of  bicentennial  silver  dol- 
lars. First  through  third  grade  winners  were  Tom  Leslie, 
Michael  Bullis,  Dean  Barnes,  with  honorable  mention  going 


to  Freddie  Vaine.  Fourth  through  sixth  grade  winners 
were  Michelle  Ballou,  Belinda  Durgin,  Mark  Arohambeault 
with  two  honorable  mentions;  Michelle  Bourassa  and  Linda 
Whipple.  All  the  youngsters  at  the  East  Village  Sc'hool 
were  presented  Bicentennial  pins  for  having  made  an  effort 
in  the  contest. 

On  display  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  a  mock-up 
of  the  proposed  park.  It  had  been  assembled  by  Mitzi 
Pellerin,   Nancy  Brown   and   Carol   Gross. 

In  late  spring  Cecil  Dodge  cut  brush  in  the  Pinnacle 
Cemetery  (the  oldest  cemetery  in  Town)  and  also  in  the 
Winter  Hill  Cemetery  to  make  these  more  attractive  to 
visitors  who  might  be  looking  up  ancestors. 

On  Saturday,  Jime  26th,  the  Selectmen  sponsored  a 
dance  with  prizes  for  the  best  costumes.  Music  was  fur- 
nished by  local  talent  which  included  William  Walsh  and 
singer  Jean  MacWilliams.  The  Boy  Scouts  sold  refresh- 
ments and  a  general  good  time  was  enjoyed  by  all  who  at- 
tended. 

Following  the  dance  was  a  'Turkey  Shoot'  and  black 
powder  contest  under  the  leadership  of  Paul  Doiron.  First 
prize  was  a  Ruger  .44  black  powder  pistol  which  was  won 
by  Jerry  Poisson  of  Newport.  It  was  a  nice  day  and  well 
attended  having  taken  place  on  the  Croydon-Newport  town 
line  at  the  Mt.  View  Gun  Club  Range. 

Sunday  services  at  the  Croydon  Flat  Church  were  ar- 
ranged by  Veronica  Newcomb  with  patriotic  hymns. 

Churdh  bells  at  both  dhurdhes  rang  at  2  p.  m.  on  July 
4th  in  conjunction  with  bells  across  America.  In  Croydon 
it  was  the  signal  for  the  parade  to  commence.  They  con- 
vened at  what  was  formerly  Green  Acres  Ice  Cream  Co. 
and  continued  through  Town  on  Route  #10  to  the  new 
Park  for  the  dedication  ceremony.  It  was  not  the  first 
parade  ever  held  in  Croydon,  but  the  first  one  in  many 
years.  The  parade  chairman,  Frank  Holmes,  did  a  com- 
mendable job  and  both  participants  and  spectators  enjoyed 
it.  The  people  then  assembled  at  the  newly  created  Park 
behind  the  Town  Hall  and  School.  This  land,  which  had 
been  donated  to  Croydon  some  years  ago  by  Ivor  Muzzey, 
was  named  in  honor  of  his  Mother,  Sadie  Muzzey.     Sadie 
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was  a  school  teacher,  libmrian  and  postmistress  in  Croydon 
for  many  years.  Russell  Muzzey  III,  grandson  of  Mrs.  Muz- 
zey  made  the  dedication  speech. 

The  newly  created  Volunteer  Fire  Department  had 
barbecued  chicken  cooking  fragrantly  on  the  lawn  and  the 
Ladies  Fire  Auxiliary  were  inside  the  hall  with  assorted 
salads,  spaglhetti,  baked  beans,  hot  and  cold  beverages  and 
dessert.  .  .     It  was  a  feast  indeed! 

Sullivan  County's  bicentennial  quilt,  sponsored  by  the 
Helping  Services  Council  of  Sullivan  County,  had  a  square 
from  Croydon.  The  little  brick  school  at  Croydon  Bast 
Village  was  drawn  by  Peggy  Hawkins,  appliqued  by  Jean 
Dodge  and  emlbroidered  by  Rita   Gross. 

The  last  main  event  held  was  "Heritage  Day"  sponsored 
by  the  Good  Neighbor  Club.  There  were  tables  in  the  hail 
with  numerous  and  sundry  exhibits,  tools  of  the  past, 
antiques  and  souvenirs.  There  were  exhibits  inside  and 
out  of  candle  dipping,  soap  m^aking,  rug  braiding,  quilting, 
wood  carving,  and  spinning.  The  boys  scouts  had  a  trap- 
ping tent  set  up  outside  and  refreshments  included  old 
fashion  switzel,  as  well  as  lemonade  and  home  made  ginger 
cookies. 

Looking  for  a  lasting  souvenir  was  not  easy  but  the 
Committee  decided  that  having  Croydon's  earliest  history 
reprinted  would  be  worthwhile.  The  Argus-Champion  of 
Newport  reprinted  John  Cooper's  "Sketch  of  Croydon". 
They  will  be  available  for  sale  as  long  as  the  supply 
lasts.  Any  receipts  from  this  sale  of  souvenirs  from  this 
year  on  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Sadie  Muzzey  Memorial 
Park  Fund. 

So  many  people  participated  in  these  series  of  events 
that  it  is  impossible  to  give  full  credit  to  all.  It  is  to 
Croydon's  credit  that  our  citizens  took  such  an  interest 
and  gave  so  generously  of  their  time  and  taleiits  to  say,

Five  students  in  Grades  1-3  are  attending  school  in  Newport 
wiilth  the  tuition  paid  by  the  parents.    Census  reports  call  for 
Jx  students  to  enter  Grade  1  next  year.    If  no  others  appear 
this  will  make  a  total  enrollment  under  twenty. 

Mrs.  Rosemary  Aldrich  is  again  teaching  the  Village 
School  and  is  assisfted  by  Mrs.  iDonna  Leslie  as  Teacher- 
Cafeteria  Aide. 

Miss  Geraldine  Ekner  makes  weekly  visiits  for  music 
instruction. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  is  now  fully  operative  and 
has  become  a  vital  part  of  the  school  operation.  Much  credit 
should  be  given  to  Donna  Leslie  who  has  worked  many 
hours  to  make  the  program  a  success  and  still  stay  within 
tight  financial  limits.  Reports  indicate  the  pirogram  is  well 
accepted  by  students  and  parents. 

As  tuition  charges  increase  for  those  students  in 
Grades  4-12,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  compare  the  cost  of 
operating  the  Village  School  as  compared  to  other  elemen- 
tary sdhools  throu^O'Ut  the  state.  Por  the  1975-76  school 
year:
